Communist terrorists commanding 
the hijacked Venezuelan freighter 
Anzoategui eluded search planes 
and ships of the United States and 
Venezuela on Friday. A thick 
overcast moved into the Carib­ 
bean from Puerto Rico, providing 
possible cover for the vessel. 
U.S. and Venezuelan officials 
said they did not know the ship’s 
whereabouts and that reports she 
had been sighted by American 
Navy planes Thursday 200 miles 
south of the Dominican Republic 
were erroneous. 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro’s 
government broadcast an offer to 
gi”e the terrorists asylum if they 
could bring the ship into Cuba. 
There had been reports the ter­ 
rorist band would try to take the 
freighter to the Cuban port of San­ 
tiago or—failing that—to Mexico. 
In Washington, a State Depart­ 
ment official said chances were 
remote for the ship reaching Cuba 
without detection. He did not elab­ 
orate but presumably he meant 
U.S. Navy craft used in the Cuban 
blockade last October would locate 
the Anzoategui if she came any­ 
where near Cuba.

PARIS 'A P'— Military and po­ 
lice forces reported they broke up 
a plot to shoot down President 
Charles de Gaulle on Friday, ar­ 
rested at least three military offi­ 
cers and a woman and launched 
a manhunt across France for oth­ 
ers. 
The plot was to gun down De 
Gaulle with a high-powered rifle 
fitted with a telescopic sight when 
he visited historic L’Ecole Mili- 
taire. the military school where 
Napoleon 
learned 
his

trade. 
Informants said De Gaulle was 
told of the plot Thursday night, 
the fourth against his life in 17 
months. But the 72-year-old presi­ 
dent visited the school on sched­ 
ule. He departed from custom, 
however, and rode in an armored 
car instead of his usual sedan.

If you want to know w hat is wrong with all the 
learned 
sociological theories

The m ost obvious cliche which the ski crowds ex pose 
as pure, unadulterated G rade A hokum is the one about 
a sedentary population given to the contem plation of 


spectator sports. W atching young and old at V erm ont’s 
Stratton M ountain last week-end, I was struck all over 
again by the fact that skiing has practically no age 
lim its. 
There w ere five-year-olds at it on the easier 
slopes, and there w ere active 65-year-olds picking the 
^year-olds up. Nor w ere the 65-year-olds necessarily 
^ d l ex perts; m ost of them , in fact, were just people who 


had come from all over for the fun.

It is not fair, of course, to base a generalization 
on the evidence of a single sociological ex am ple. So. 
if you realb’ believe the canard that 
we, as a 
nation, are given m erely to watching a few profes­ 


sionals indulge in sports, drop in on the annual 
boat show in New York when it is nex t taking the 
floor space of the Coliseum. There you will learn 
th at some 40 million people—almost a fourth of the 
population—are gone on boating of one sort or an­ 
other. 
You will even hear of two-boat families. 
And. to lake another ex rursion away from that 
V ermont ski slope, there are also the skaters, 
roller, figure and racing-hlade, a crowd just short 
of twenty million people when I last heard a count.

A New Desegregation Law By Proper Process 


When the late Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
w as preparing himself for the job of braving the terrors 
of the Cold War. he u.sed to say that every m an. if 
he were indeed worth being callcxi a m an. m ust have 
Bome wav of m easuring his own personal responses 
to the Bright Face of D anger 
H erm an Melville’s C;ip- 
tain .Ahab chased Moby Dick, the vicious White Whale. 
Mr 
Dulles himself liked to sail a boat from Lake 
Ontario down the St Lawrence River and out into the 
turbulent Atlantic Ocean before returning to his sta rt­ 
ing point bv way of the Hudson River and a couple 
of canals. 
The skiers at Stratton in Vermont were, 
each in his or her own way. m easuring them.selves 
against the m ountain which, come to think of it. bears 
some resem blance to a White MTiale as it looms 
threateningly above you. 


A second sociological cliche that bites the dust when 
you watch the throngs at a ski resort is the one about 
A m ericans constituting a “ lonely crowd ” As put forth 
by the academ icians, the "lonely crow d” huddles to­ 
gether for psychological w arm th, hut really fails to 
em erge from a devastating condition of fragm ented 
personal isolation. 


Well, the “ lonely crow d” at a ski center breaks 
down into anim ated family groups. Even the “ single” 
who calls for a companion on the chair lift usually 
turns out to be a chatty, out-giving fellow, whether he 
is a broker from Greenwich. Conn . or a garage 
m echanic from relatively distant Buffalo. N. Y. lon e ­ 
ly? The ski crowd doesn't know what the word means. 


The third eliche, whieh is now as old as the 
late Scandlnivian-A m erlcan philosopher Thorstein 
Veblen. is Uie one about the “ conspicuous consum p­ 
tion” of the “ idle rich.” This still gets repeated in 
the classroom s of .American colleges. 
Well, rich 
people go skiing—at least you assum e that they are 
rich if they turn up in a Lincoln Continental or a 
C adillar. 
Rut they are no more — and no less — 
conspicuous on the slopes than the blonde schuss- 
bunny who, on working days of the week, holds 
down a $65-a-week office receptionist's job. 


The raim ent worn on the slopes can he startling; 
even m ale skiers whizz by in the colorful skin-tights 
that have replaced the baggy ski pants of a generation 
ago 
As for the skis them selves, they have become a 
costly and magnificent article running into real money. 
It is not the rich who have been buying slick runners 
m ade of alum inum and plastic, it is the great middle 
class 
“Conspicuous consum ption” today, is som e­ 
thing for practically everybody if he or she happens 
to care about it. 


As one who tries to keep up with so-called intel­ 
lectual currents, I spend a good am ount of tim e with 
the works of the academ ic sociologists 
Their books 
and articles, usually w ritten in a barbarous jargon 
known to critics as “ soc-speak,” are seldom worth the 
effort 
The academ ic sociologists rarely m ake any 
contact with the common life. 
What they neeii to do 
is to give up their long flirtation with 
I B M . m achines 
and go off for a few- good ski week-ends with live 
hum an beings.

WASHINGTON - A significant 
bill has just been introduced in 
Congress on the subject of de­ 
segregation in the public schools. 
Since the 1954 desegregation de­ 
cisions of the Suprem e Court, it 
has often been pointed out that 
the Fourteenth Amendment spe­ 
cifically provides that Congress 
alone may enact laws to enforce 
the provisions of that am endm ent. 
But somehow, during the last 
nine years, no such law has been 
enacted by Congress to require 
desegregation 
in 
the 
public 
schools. 
It is refreshing, therefore, to 
see homage paid at last to the 
idea that Congress should pass a 
law on the subject. Senator Jos­ 
eph S. Clark. D em ocrat, of Penn­ 
sylvania has just 
introduced a 
bill which, if passed, would re­ 
quire every school district to file 
a desegregation plan within three 
years, and the plan would be put 
into effect unless it was challeng­ 
ed in the courts as inadequate. 
When asked why no such m eas­ 
ure had been passed heretofore, 
Senator Clark replied that a some­ 
what sim ilar proposal has been 
sponsored for several years now 
by Senator Paul Douglas of llli- 
noise in his civil-rights bills but 
these died in com m ittee 
He ex ­ 
plained that the new bill "would 
give legislative teeth to the 1954 
decision and 
m ake 
it 
possible 
through legislative action to im­ 
plem ent what the Supreme Court 
had ruled in its opinion.” 
The Pennsylvania Senator said 
that he had bt'en a.sked by Mr. 
Kennedy after the 1960 election 
to prepare legislation to carry out 
the D em ocratic platform pledge 
on school desegregation This cor­ 
respondent asked Senator Clark 
why he and others felt that legis­ 
lation was necessary, especially 
since, up till now, the D epartm ent 
of Justice seem s to have had no 
hesitancy about using numerous 
court 
order.s 
on 
desegregation 
which have been a.s sweeping as 
if they had been derived from spe­ 
cific statutes Mr Clark said 
“ It seem ed to me. frankly, that 
the ex ecutive has taken a pretty

effective and aggressive lead in 
this business of assuring rights 
which are set forth in the Four­ 
teenth and Fifteenth Amendments, 
that the judiciary has sim ilarly 
moved, and that the legislature 
has been the laggard — and that 
those rights cannot be assured or 
secured, in the words of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, unless 
the legislature also acts to im ple­ 
ment the actions of the judiciary 
and of the ex ecutive, 
“ My philosophical argum ent is 
that, under our system of checks 
and balances, when you under­

ness by seeking legislative votes 
for a hatful of m easures and 
program s. 
However, 
some of 
the m ore 


knowledgeable Hill leaders are be­ 
ginning to dispute this. They be­ 
lieve they can be more effective 
in obtaining votes if they have 
something to trade. For instance, 
individual senators and congress­ 
men 
have 
long m ade 
“deals” 
whereby they'd 
support a col­ 
league’s m easure in return for a 
favorable vote on a bill in which 
they are interested. 
F urther, on controversial m ea­ 
sures the President m ust appear 
to be fully behind his proposals 
if he hopes to corral enough votes 
to put them through Congress. 
There m ere fact of placing em ­ 
phasis on only one m easure gives 
luke-warm supporters and fence 
sitters an opportunity to vote the 
other way without fear of retalia­ 
tion from their voters come nex t 
election. 
It's impossible to tell yet wheth­ 
er Hill leaders will be successful 
in persuading Kennedy to change 
his “ one-shot” strateg>, but you 
can bet they’re tr>ing.

It has dealt 
with hundreds of cases arising out 
of the wording of the am endm ent 
itself, but has refused to take any 
case involving the validity of the 
irregular and arb itrary proced­ 
ures used to declare the Four­ 
teenth .Amendment “ ratified.” The 
court has simply said that the 
question is “ political” But within 
the last few years, the Supreme 
Court broke precedent and accept­ 
ed cases on the reapportionm ent 
of congressional 
districts, even 
though this had for decades lieen 
characterized by the court itself 
as a “political” question. 
Maybe the way has been opened 
either for a Suprem e Court deci­ 
sion on the legality 
of the “ rati­ 
fication” process 
used 
for the 
Fourteenth Amendment by Con­ 
gress and the states in the m an­ 
ner prescrilied by the Constitution. 
This would dispose of one of the 
worst violations of the Constitution 
ever recorded in the history of 
the United States. To use troops, 
for instance, to compel a legisla­ 
ture to do the bidding of Congress, 
and for Congress itself to deprive 
Senators and Representatives of 
their seats while a constitutional 
am endm ent was voted on — as 
was done in 1868 — is something 
many Am ericans would wish to 
see superseded now by the use 
of the proper process Then maybe 
the oft-heard phrase, “ the law of 
the land,” will have real mean­

The American Bar Association contends that 
t form of “public defender” system is needed 
in the federal courts. It has called on Congress 
to create a plan for providing counsel to im­ 
poverished criminal defendants in these courts. 


At present, federal judges assign members 
of the bar to represent the poor without com­ 
pensation. But the lawyers are thinking of more 
than their pocketbooks in urging an official, 
financed system to provide such counsel. 


The present plan is not merely a hardship 
on the lawyers, who not only receive no pay but 
also must pay costs out of their own pockets. The 
defendant in such a case suffers, too. Often his 
counsel is appointed late in the game. Fre­ 
quently he gets an inexperienced lawyer. And 
there are no funds for adequate investigation of 
his case. 


The bar group favors appointment of a full­ 
time paid public defender for each federal court.

It is not fair. of course, to base a generalization 
on the evidence of a single sociological example. So, 
lf you really believe the canard that we, as a 
nation, are given merely to watching a few profes­ 
sionals indulge in sports, drop in on the annual 
boat show in New York when It is next taking the 
floor space of the Coliseum.

When the late Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
was preparing himself for the job of braving the terrors 
of the Cold War, he used to say that every man. if 
he were indeed w'orth being called a man, must have 
some way of measuring his own personal responses 
to the Bright Face of Danger. Herman Melville’s Cap­ 
tain Ahab chased Moby Dick, the vicious White Whale. 
Mr. Dulles himself liked to sail a boat from Lake 
Ontario down the St. Lawrence River and out into the 
turbulent Atlantic Ocean before returning to his start­ 
ing point by wTay of the Hudson River and a couple 
of canals. The skiers at Stratton in Vermont were, 
each in his or her own way, measuring themselves 
against the mountain which, come to think of it. bears 
some resemblance to a White Whale as it looms 
threateningly above you. 


A second sociological cliche that bites the dust when 
you watch the throngs at a ski resort is the one about 
Americans constituting a “lonely crowd.” As put forth 
by the academicians, the “lonely crowd" huddles to­ 
gether for psychological warmth, but really fails to 
em erge from a devastating condition of fragmented 
personal isolation. 


Well, the “ lonely crowd” at a ski center breaks 
down into animated family groups. Even the “single” 
who calls for a companion on the chair lift usually 
turns out to be a chatty, out-giving fellow, whether he 
is a broker from Greenwich, Conn., or a garage 
mechanic from relatively distant Buffalo. N. Y. Lone­ 
ly? The ski crowd doesn’t know what the word means. 


The third cliche, which is now as old as the 
late Scandinavian-American philosopher Thorstein 
Veblen, is the one about the “conspicuous consump­ 
tion” of the “idle rich.” This still gets repeated in 
the classrooms of American colleges. Well, rich 
people go skiing—at least you assume that they are 
rich if they turn up in a Lincoln Continental or a 
Cadillac. But they are no more — and no less — 
conspicuous on the slopes than the blonde schuss- 
bunny who, on working days of the week, holds 
down a $65-a-week office receptionist’s job. 


« 
The raiment worn on the slopes can be startling: 
even male skiers w'hizz by in the colorful skin-tights 
that have replaced the baggy ski pants of a generation 
ago. As for the skis themselves, they have become a 
costly and magnificent article running into real money. 
It is not the rich who have been buying slick runners 
m ade of aluminum and plastic: it is the great middle 
class. 
“Conspicuous consumption.’’ today, is some­ 
thing for practically everybody if he or she happens 
to care about it. 


As one who tries to keep up with so-called intel­ 
lectual currents, I spend a good amount of time with 
the works of the academic sociologists. Their books 
and articles, usually written in a barbarous jargon 
known to critics as “soc-speak," are seldom worth the 
effort. 
The academic sociologists rarely make any 
contact with the common life. What they need to do 
is to give up their long flirtation with I.B M. machines 
and go off for a few good ski week-ends with live 
human beings.

Senator Jos­ 
eph S. Clark, Democrat, of Penn­ 
sylvania has just introduced a 
bill which, if passed, would re­ 
quire every school district to file 
a desegregation plan within three 
years, and the plan would be put 
into effect unless it was challeng­ 
ed in the courts as inadequate. 
When asked why no such meas­ 
ure had been passed heretofore. 
Senator Clark replied that a some­ 
what similar proposal has been 
sponsored for several years now 
by Senator Paul Douglas of Illi- 
noise in his civil-rights bills but 
these died in committee. He ex­ 
plained that the new bill “would

through legislative action to im­ 
plement what the Supreme Court 
had ruled in its opinion." 
The Pennsylvania Senator said 
that he had been asked by Mr, 
Kennedy after the 1960 election 
to prepare legislation to carry out 
the Democratic platform pledge 
on school desegregation This cor­ 
respondent asked Senator Clark 
why he and others felt that legis­ 
lation was necessary, especially 
since, up till now, the Department

on 
desegregation 
which have been as sweeping as 
if they had been derived from spe­ 
cific statutes. Mr. Clark said: 
“ It seemed to me. frankly, that

effective and aggressive lead in 
this business of assuring rights 
which are set forth in the Four­ 
teenth and Fifteenth Amendments, 
that the judiciary has similarly 
moved, and that the legislature 
has been the laggard — and that 
those rights cannot be assured or 
secured, in the words of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, unless 
the legislature also acts to imple­ 
ment the actions of the judiciary 
and of the executive. 
“My philosophical argument is 
that, under our system of checks

Fourteenth Amendment by Con­ 
gress and the states in the man­ 
ner prescribed by the Constitution. 
This would dispose of one of the 
worst violations of the Constitution 
ever recorded in the history of 
the United States. To use troops, 
for instance, to compel a legisla­ 
ture to do the bidding of Congress, 
and for Congress itself to deprive 
Senators and Representatives of 
their seats while a constitutional 
amendment was voted on — as 
was done in 1868 — is something 
many Americans would wish to 
see superseded now by the use 
of the proper process.

Punishment is of little value when 
the outbreak represents a devel­ 
opment stage. It may aggravate

and

lays the foundation for a defiant 
attitude that persists into later 
childhood. 
The parents should try to de­ 
termine whether the tantrum is 
caused by a feeling of insecurity. 
Junior gets attention by raising a 
rumpus and often waits until Sat­ 
urday night: mom and dad are 
ready to do the town and are 
saying goodnight with last minute 
instructions for the sitter. 
A few- pats on the right place 
often solve the problem when the 
tantrum is used as a w-edge to 
get what he wants. It is well to 
remain in control of the situation 
until this phase is over and the 
child learns to behave in a so­ 
cially acceptable fashion.

times more caustic soda to Avisco 
than Stauffer. 
Most of all. the government 
wanted to discourage Stauffer s 
growth toward monopoly. 
Yet 
FMC is twice the size of Stauffer 
and has the second worst merger 
record in the country. 
FMC reported a sales volume of 
$414,000,000 in 1961; Stauffer only 
$225,000,000. 
Of the nation’s SOO largest in­ 
dustrials. FMC gobbled up more 
smaller 
companies 
during 
the 
1951-61 period than any giant ex­ 
cept Olin Mathieson. 
The latter 
bought 25 companies. FMC took 
over 2.1 
Stauffer acquired only IO com ­ 
panies, m ost of them 
insignifi­ 
cantly sm all. 
Why has the Justice Department 
hesitated to send FMC the same 
warnings that were sent at once 
to Stauffer’ 
Insiders claim the 
big difference is the influence of 
Clark Clifford 
Note—Clifford insisted to this 
column that his law firm is pro­ 
viding only routine legal help to 
FMC and that he has pulled no 
strings inside the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
“The lawyers for both com­ 
panies studied the acquisition of 
Avisco by the FMC Corporation 
before it was announced and con­ 
cluded it was proper,” Clifford 
added.

ber parts, must be smooth and 
easily cleaned. 
Parts corroded, 
discolored or cracked from solder­ 
ing, welding, brazing or other re­ 
pair will not be accepted, and 
cadmium, copper, brass or zinc 
materials are not acceptable 
All milk utensils must be free 
of milkstone and fat deposits or

stance. 
This includes exterior 
surfaces of pails, pipelines, infla­ 
tions and air hoses.
